ALLOW EXTRA 
SCHOOL LEVIES 


HARRISBURG if'—Gov. Leader 
todav signed into law a bill au­ 
thorizing school districts to levy 
additions property taxes in em er­ 
gencies to m eet school bond am or­ 
tization paym ents. 
The law amends the state school 
code by including the bond pay­ 
m ents with em ergency boosts for 
teacher salaries or other regular 
bills. It includes only bonds for 
schools built since 1945. 
The school code already allows 
levies up to a 35 mill m axim um 
with an additional 5 m ills author­ 
ized "in cases of em ergency with 
the approval of the superintendent 
of public instruction.” 
The m easure includes only sec­ 
ond, third and fourth class school 
districts. 
Other new laws: 
Amend the civil defense law’ to 
allow the state civil defense coun­ 
cil to enforce its regulations in 
em ergence disaster operations as 
well 
as 
natural 
disaster 
opera­ 
tions. 
' Authorize hunting of carp with 
bows and arrows. 
Extend veterans’ retirement ben­ 
efits in second class counties to 
Korean War veterans.

OF IVORY, JADE, 
E M B R O I D E R Y 


Oriental Ivory and lade carving 
and oriental embroidery were de­ 
scribed by Dr. Frank H. Kramer, 
head of the education department 
at Gettysburg College. Monday night 
at a meeting of the Art* and Crafts 
Guild. The group met at the home 
of Dr. and Mm. Kramer, W. Broad­ 
way. An authority on oriental art. 
the speaker has lectured 
to th# 
group for the past three years. 
"Ivory can be distinguished from 
bone by the grain which only ivory 
has.” Dr. Kramer said. ‘‘T his can be 
seen by only close obaervatlon and 
som etim es by a m agnifying glass. 
Ivory needs 
moisture to keep it 
from cracking. 
"The early Chinese and Japanese 
carved ivory into beautiful object* 
of art. The Chinese usually carved 
scenes from history or religion. The 
Japanese used scenes from life on 
their carvings. The more ivory is 
handled, 
the 
more 
exquisite 
the 
celom becomes. 
Embroidery Skill 
“Fine 
embroidery 
was 
another 
skill of the artistic Chinese 
The 
Chinese bride was even forced to 
present her m other-in-law with a 
sample of her ability to use fine and 
detailed stitching, so every Chinese 
girl learned the art of embroidery, 
l andscapes, temples, pagodas, ori­ 
ental gardens, coral reefs, auspicious 
clouds and floral designs were de­ 
picted on sdk or satin by exquisite 
stitching and color. 
“The 
Chinese 
were masters 
of 
Jade 
carving. 
Many 
designs 
and 
shapes which we would now call 
modern were known to the Chinese 
centuries ago. Crushed garnet were 
used for carving designs ana hol­ 
lowing out pieces of Jnde. Often 
crushed rubies were 
used for the 
final polishing of the finished ob­ 
ject.”

The bill now goes to a Senate- 
House conference committee for 
reconciliation of the many differ­ 
ences in separate bills passed by 
the two branches of Congress. 
Knowland said it is "the hope 
of everyone, including the Presi­ 
dent, that the conferees may mod­ 
ify the bill, which we believe is 
unworkable in many respects in 
its present form.’*

Piggy-back boiler-chiller combi­ 
nations are available, as well as 
separate boilers for heating, chill­ 
ers for cooling, the Plumbing and 
Heating Industries Bureau states. 
There are a num ber of different 
ways to alternately heat and cool 
with water, the Bureau explains. 
One way is with an integrated 
system. This requires replacement 
of

with forced convector type units. 
When the boiler is operating, hot 
water is pumped through the units.

disown him. 
It would be misleading to In­ 
terpret the present convulsion in 
the Russian spirit — the repudia­ 
tion of Stalin—as a mark of weak­ 
ness among his successors or in 
the Russian tructure. 
There is no evidence 
of such 
weakness. On the contrary. 
Have Self-Confidence 
That his heirs feel see to say 
so seem s to speak well for thetr 
self-confidence. 
Stalin 
was 
the 
symbol of absolute powor. If his 
successors were unsure of them­ 
selves they would need to wrap 
them selves 
in that ayin bol, not 
destroy It. 
That they can apeak ao atrongly 
is due 
to 
Stalin. He 
put them 
where they are. The prict they 
paid for their advancement was 
in character. They were his toad­ 
ies and errand boys. They cannot 
escape a question about their com­ 
plicity in the crimea they accuse 
him of. 
If he was so bad. why didn’t 
the new’ strong men say so while 
he was alive and destroy him? 
They 
reportedly say 
they were 
afraid of him. They know their 
present repudiation of him could 
cause upheaval in the Communist 
party at home and abroad. Ap­ 
parently they feel so sure of their 
own strength that they do not fear 
defection or insurrection. 
Keep Memory Alive 
They could let hit memory dis­ 
appear from public consciousness 
by not mentioning him any more. 
That would have been the easy 
way.
